Timid People in the North Think 


'the End of the World Is 


Near, But Science 


Says No. 


VERMILLION, S. D., Dec. 1.— 


Balls of fire, floating at night over 
the northern prairies of Nebraska 
and various parts of South Dakota, 
terrifying some of the more super- 
stitious inhabitants who believe 
that the world is about to come to 
a fiery end, have aroused the In- 
terest of scientlsts.^at the Univer- 
sity of South Dakota, whose ex- 
planation should allay the fear ol 
even the most superstitious. 


These strange lights that appear 


on cloudy nights and are keeping 
ranchers in a state of constant un- 
easiness, are -nothing more than 
bubbles of marsh -.'gas odzing out 
from the swamp land and catching 
fire as they emerge, according to 
Freeman Ward, state geologist and 
professor at the Fniversity of 
South Dakota. They ara commonly 
known as the "Will O' the Wisp," 
a phenomenon that has •been fre- 
quently seen in nearly every part 
of the world. Some scientists be- 
lieve that this phenomenon is of a 
radio-active or electrical character, 
Dr. Ward says. 
* 
° 


These lights have, for years, 


made their'startling appearance on 
the plains of'Nebraska but are 
more frequent and of greater bril- 
liance this year than, ever before. 
Reports of similar lights in the 
vicinity of Madison and in eastern 
parts of Pennington county, South 
Dakota, have been recent. 


Before the - white man came to 


the prairies of Nebraska and the 
Dakotas, the Indians, It is said, 
feared and worshipped thes mys- 
terious lights. The story is told of 
one Indian b'rave, who, terrorized 
bj an approaching ball of fire, be- 
came 
crazed, 
and 
thereafter 


roamed the prairie, a screaming 
maniac. Indians among whom the 
legend is current believe that these 
mys*"rious lights are shadows of 
departed red men, -whose wrathful 
spirits come back in this flaming 
form to wreck vengeance upon the 
paleface and to spread terror, over 
their once happy hunting ground. 


Superstitious feelings which fre- 


quent appearances of this •phenom- 
enon have aroused in some of the 
white inhabitants of these local- 
ities are no less amazing. Several 
women, recently terrified by the 
lights, are firmly convinced, it ii 
said, that the world is about to 
came to an end, and are frantically 
preparing the-nselves for the life 
hereafter. 


A businessman reports 
that, 


iwhen driving near O'Neill, he saw 
I a light .coming ^down the road at' 
, a terrific speed. As the light ap- 
1 proached it made no move to turn 
aside, and to avoid a collision with 
what he thought was an auto- 
mobile, he turned quickly into a 
ditch. 
The glaring light disap- 
| peared just at the point of collision, 
he says. 


The smaller lights, , witnesses 


say, resemble 
lights shining in 


some ranch house window. 


These "spook" lights travel with 


very little speed usually, It is said, 
but recently a rancher In Penning- 
ton county reports that "the thing 
quivered and bounced there for' a 
moment, swayed crazily from side 
to side, and then began to travel 
with incredible speed until it was 
out of sighl."

science is fast removing the mys-"J 
tery of the "ghosts" and the "end 
of the world" theory. 


Altho numerous theories hare

According to popular bejief at 


Sargent, Mrs. Way says, it is re- 
ported that Bruner had been ad- 
ministering poison to his wife in 
small quantities ever since his re- 
turn from an extensive fflitomobile 
tour with Mrs. Arvesta Northey, 
forty-eight yeacs old, in Septem- 
ber, when he left his family In 
destitute circumstances, and with 
Mrs. Northey started in a Ford 
coupe from Grand Island, Neb., and 
traveled to Colorado, when a short- 
age of funds is said to have caused 
them to turn back home, where 
Bruner resumed his work with the 
railroad. 


Mrs. Bruner had been complain- 


ing of pains in her head for several 
months prior to her death, which 
various prescriptions by the fam- 
ily physician 
failed 
to lemedy. 


_ These pains are now ascribed to 
1 the1 effects of small doses of poi?on 


according to Mrs. Way, wno says 
that altho Bruner had been in the 
habit of lavishing Mrs. Northy -with 
gifts,.and paying her expenses, his 
clftldren at home did not even have 
coats or caps 
to 
sv'ear to their 


mother's funeral, and unless Mrs. 
Bruner's brothers had vouched for 
the expense money, Bruner himself 
.could not have obtained credit in 
j Sargent sufficient to cover the ex- 
penses of burial for his wife. 


"When we left, after the coro- 


ner*s Inquest," 
said 
Mrs. Way, 


"Frank took up by the hand 'and 
said he was an innocent man. 
I 


have read the newspaper report 
that he has since pleaded guilty to 
the murder. 
Well, I think that 


woman is the worse of the two, and 
ought to get the worst punishment 
or at least she should be made to 
share his." 


Mrs. Bruner was lying helpless 


in her home after having collapsed 
from the effects of poison placed in 
her tea at luncheon a .week ago, 
when Emmet Monroe, an acquaint- 
ance of the whole family, came to 
the house .according to Mrs. Way, 
who* says 
she understands that 


Bruner did not call Monroe ,in to. 
help his wife, as Bruner claims he 
did. Earlier in the day Bruner had 
invited Monroe down to have a 
drink and when he came to Brun- 
er's home in response to the invita- 
tion, Bruner allowed him to go first ' 
into the house to 
discover Mrs. 


Bruner ill. 


The stricken woman asked him 


to take her to the doctor, ( Mrs. 
Way* says, and he went a distance 
of about two blocks and brought 
his Ford coupe, in which he placed 
Mrs. Bruner and drove to the doc- 
tor's office. 
There she told the 


doctor that as she stooped to pick 
up a clothesline, something had 
. snapped in her head, like the 
breaking of a blood vessel, which 
she supposed to be a repetition of 
the pain she had been suffering In 
the head for several months. The 
doctor gave her some medical ad- 
vice, and she had gone about four 
blocks towerd home in Monroe's 
coupe when the driver felt 
her 


body fall towards him, and saw 
that she was in a dying condition. 
He turned immediately and went 
back to the doctor's" office, where 
death occurred, "Mrs. Way said.

company for compensation for an 
injury he sustainned while working 
about the famHy home has come 
before State Compensation Com- 
missioner Frye. The commissioner 
dismisses the husband's claim. He 
has a right to appeal to the courts 
if he still insists he was a steady 
employe of his wife. 
Harry J. Haverly is the claimant- 


Mrs. Julia Haverly of Omaha, is 
the defendant. Mr. Haverly is an 
elevator operator in the city hall in 
Omaha. Mr. Haverly fell eight or 
nine feet when a lad_der slipped 
from under him while he was 
painting a newly finished garage 
at the family home. 
He broke 


bones in his body which have some 
of the longest names in the medical 
dictionaries, but as the injuries 
were mostly in his feet he re- 
covered. 
Then he filed a claim 


for compensation with the Lon- 
don Guarantee & Accident com- 
pany and it was promptly re- 
jected. 
Mrs. Haverly had pur- 


chased a compensation policy to 
protect men employed in con- 
structing the garage. 


The compensation commissioner 


•was told that the husband and wife 
hau sgreert ten years ago that the 
husband should pay the wife $40 a 
week lor board and she should pay 
him 50 cents an hour for labor per- 
formed about the home. The home 
had been built by funds partly from 
a $4,000 inheritance of the wife, 
also savings of the family, a daugh- 
ter having bought the lot.

The state railway 
commission 


issued an order Monday upon all 
railroads in the state to issue the 
following rale which covers 
the 


inclusion of calves in mixed ship- 
ments of live stock: 


"When cattle, calves, hogs, sheep 


or goats are shipped in mixed car- 
loads, charges shall be based on 
the carload rate for that species of 
.stock included in the shipment tak- 
%ng the highest rate and at actual 
weight of the entire shipment sub- 
ject to minimum weights attached. 
Exception—Charges on mixed car- 
loads of cattle and calves only 
shall not exceed charges computed 
on basis of cattle rates at actual 
weight on basis of cattle rate at 
actual weight of the entire ship- 
ment, ^ubject to minimum weight 
of the 'entire shipment. 


The effect of this order is to 


reduce minimum weights gener- 
ally. T*he car most generally used 
is 36 feet 7 inchc- Ji length. Under 
old tariffs the minimuin weight was 
22,000 pounds. 
Under the new 


schedule the minimum weight is 
17,000 pounds. 


Another part of the order relat- 


ing to carload shipments of calves 
alone reduces the minimum weight 
'uow existing to 18.600 for the 
(standard car of 36 feet 7 inches. 
j This action follows a bearing 
'called by the commission after a 
(number of complaints had been re- 
jceived by shippers who inserted 
calves in their mixed loadings. The 
railroads were agreeable that a 
reasonable 
rule 
be 
established 


which would establish the situa- 
tion created by an old order in- 
creasing rates on calf shipments. 


The rates ordered into effect 


have been agreed to by the rail- 
roads.

Mrs. Douglas was a woman 
client with money to loan. She 
asked him to get a mortgage in 
which she could invest $3,500 cash 
she had on hand. He could not 
find any of that amount, but con- 
ceived the idea that if he could get 
Wiles to give him a note for $1,500 
he could add this to the $3,500 cash 
and invest it in a $5,000 mortgage 
ixecuted by a man named Latham. 
Ie says that this was agreeable 
to all parties, and that thru 
an 


oversight no endorsement of 
the 


(1,500 payment by Wiles had been 
nade on the $5,000 note he owed 
tfrs. Douglas. The latter was not 
called as a witness in the case. 


The state claims that after Par- 


mele got the Wiles note ti6 used it 
;o reduce the indebtedness at the 
Jlrst National 'oank of Omaha of 
th Bank of Louisville in which he 
was interested by sending it to be 
credited on another Latham note 
that constituted part of the col- 
lateral with the Omaha bank.

are not served except in cold 


weather, and their return to" the 
menu is welcomed most heartily. The 
cereal list is a long ooe, yet many 
housewives get into the habit of serv- 
ing the same "ones over and over in- 
stead of trying some of those not as 
well known, but of equal goodness if 
properly cooked.

What "Sinusitis" Is 


and How You Can Avoid It

E are in the season when colds and influenza 
may be expected. In and of themselves they j 
are bad enough, but these miserable ail- 


ments are not satisfied to worry us in the conven- 
tional way. 


If any one of the so-calftd respiratory diseases 


was produced by a single variety of germ, I suppose 
all the cases would be alike. But these diseases are 
associated with what we call "mixed infections." 
That is, there are two or more varieties of germs at 
work at the same time.

If properly lodged and nourished some germs live and thrive in th« 


Others seek.dark, airless, hidden places to do 
their work;

The kind of trouble you are going 


to have depends on two^things—the 
sort of term to which you are ex- 
posed and your own resistance or 
susceptibility to its effects. 
The bones of the face are hollow, 
having a lot of spaces which open 
into the nasal cavities. These spaces 
are called the nasal sinuses. They, 
are lined with the same kind of deli- 
cate mucous membrane which lines 


readily imagine that 
there are lots of deep dark pockets, 
almost shut off from, the open 
spaces. 
In these the air-hating 
gernia can find a suitable place for 
rapid growth, 
' From time to time we have epi- 
demics of colds which have Involve- 
ment of the sinuses as a complica- 
tion in a remarkably large- per- 
centage of cases. Inflammation of 
the sinuses—"sinusitis," as it is called 
—is a painful and trying affliction. 
The opening or passageways into 
the sinuses may be narrow. A little 
swelling of the mucous membrane 
completely closes the opening. Then 
the secretion—mucus or pus, as the 
case may be—accumulates within 
the closed cavity. It is not long 
before the sensitive nerves are placed 
under such pressure that the pain 
becomes almost unbearable. 
Because of the danger of sinusitis, 
every cold should be promptly and 
energetically treated. It is a mis- 
take to disregard the ailment just 
because it is such a common thing 
In life.
